Eulogy. 

Thank you Vera for giving me 
the opportunity to say a few 
words on behalf of Dutch 
Society Neerlandia, of which 
Tony received Life Membership 
in 2016. 

Tony was a friend. 

For eight years Tony, Henry Koldenhoven and I 
worked together as Committee Members. I 
learned quite quickly that Tony was a man of 
few words. This however, did not mean that he 
did not communicate. During meetings, he 
could sit back in his chair, chin on chest and 
stare his piercing blue stare, which freely 
translated into “not happy”. If, however, Tony 
leant over and his folded hands rested loosely 
on the table, he basically said “you go girl”. 

In most aspects Tony and I were each other’s 
opposites but somehow we gelled. If he was 
Yin, I was Yang and Henry carried the receipt 
book. 

Tony was a man of few words and he did not 
like the spotlight. Tony did what he had to do 
and far, far more, in his own time and in his 
own way, yet he was always available. The 
Club could count on him. This became for me 
personally of great value, when it became clear, 
that our Club needed to change direction. 

For the three of us, Tony, Henry and me, this 
was the start of an extremely difficult period in 
our Club life and Tony was instmmental in that 
period, the time of the Club’s transition from 
the old Club house in Cambridge Street to the 
new one in Myaree. 

Tony had such a history with not only the 


Dutch Club, but also with the Windmills, a Club 
in which both he and his father had been 
involved. Tony knew the ins and outs of the 
core Members, he played klaverjas with them; 
he listened to their complaints and their fears. 

He explained the Committee’s position over and 
over again, whilst taking the Members’ 
comments on board, to convey those to the 
Committee. 

I have such pleasant memories of the Friday 
mornings in the old building, where we would 
get together to fix things, to update the admin 
and to catch up on general business. Often, 
Tony, Henry and I had brainstorming sessions 
in anticipation of Agenda items - which we 
always presented researched and well prepared. 
During those Friday mornings, we talked and 
we had sometimes heated discussions, but we 
always left each other with mutual 
understanding and in the knowledge that we had 
a shared vision, to make sure that the core 
Members of Neerlandia, those who had laid the 
foundation for Dutch Society Neerlandia, would 
be able to continue leading a happy Club life in 
a new Club house. 

“Giving back to the core Members” became 
Tony’s mantra. 

When I visited Tony shortly before his passing, 

I reminded him of his mantra. He looked at me, 
he smiled and softly said: ”It wasn’t easy but it 
was sure worth the effort.” 

We had closure. 

And I left his room in the knowledge that Tony 
was a friend.

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The Tourist City of Edam/Volendam 


flPf WM Edam/V olendam is a relatively new Municipality, in the 
^ province of North Holland, consisting of the towns of Edam 
I and Volendam, whose centres lie just 3 km apart. 

Since 2016, the former Municipality of Zeevang has been 
part of Edam/Volendam. 

* I Edam-/olendam has about 35,000 inhabitants. 

I History Edam: 

HKHfl The Town of Edam 
Flag and Weapon of Edam/Volendam. was established around 

a dam crossing the 

river E or IJ, close to the Zuiderzee, now known as the Ijsselmeer. 

Around 1230 this channel was dammed. At the dam goods had to be 
transferred to vessels on the other side of the dam and the inhabitants 
of Edam could levy a toll. This enabled Edam to grow as a trading 
Town. Shipbuilding and fishing brought Edam more wealth. 

The building of a new harbour gave Edam connections to the major 
Cities in Holland and the international trading routes. By the 16th 
century there were as many as 33 wharves in Edam, which, along with the fact that Edam was also granted 
the right to hold a market three times every year, provided a great boost to the local economy - making it 
one of the more important Towns of North Holland, vying with Enkhuizen, Hoorn and Amsterdam. 
However, the open sea mouth caused flooding problems in the hinterland, and in 1544, the Emperor 
Charles V gave orders to close the harbour with lock gates, which were built in the Town Centre in 1569. 
This decision resulted in the harbour silting up and the ship building industry went into a decline by the end 
of the 17th century. 

Then the cheese market became the primary resource of the economy of Edam from the 16th century. 

History Volendam: 

Originally, Volendam was the harbor of nearby Edam, which was situated at 
the mouth of the IJ. However, once Edam dug a shorter canal to the Zuiderzee, 
it had its own separate harbor. But Volendam still flourished as farmers and 
local fishermen settled, forming the new community of Volendam. 

Presently, Volendam is a 
popular tourist attraction in the 
Netherlands, well known for its 
old fishing boats and the 
traditional clothing, still worn 
by some residents. 

The women's costume of 

Volendam, with its high, pointed bonnet, is one of the most 
recognizable of the Dutch traditional costumes, and is often 
featured on tourist postcards and posters (although there are 
believed to be fewer than 50 women now wearing the 
costume as part of their daily lives, most of them elderly). 

Explore Volendam’s & Edam’s Tourist attractions: 

Visit the Volendam Museum near the centre of the old Town. Inside are many exhibits on national dress, 
the nearby international artist’s colony, the fishing industry, home crafts and other revolving exhibits. Next 
door is a cigar band house that has more than 11 million cigar bands and a walk-in Picture Theatre.

The Eel Sound Museum. 

The Eel Sound Museum, or Paling Sound Museum, is found in a Smoke 
House and portrays a history of the bands that started in this City. You 
will find everything you could possibly want to know about music in the 
City during the last 100 years. The name is not taken from the music 
industry but from the Town’s fishing industry. At the Museum you can 
also take a tour of the Smoke House, where fish smoking was carried out. 

The old Town centre: 

The old Town Centre, within the borders of the old City walls, is The Eel Sound Museum, 

nowadays protected by heritage, both the main structures and 
architectural details. A number of notable buildings survive in good condition. 

The Edam Town Hall: 

Built in 1737 the Town Hall is on a somewhat larger scale than the rest of Edam. 

The entrance with its heavy double doors and sandstone surrounds are in the 
Louis XIV Style and a wooden tower completes the picture. The Town Hall is 
still in active use for marriage ceremonies. 

Edam Cheese Market: 

After Edam was granted the right to have weekly markets, they held commercial 
cheese markets in the Town until 1922. The cheese was brought to the market by 
local farmers on little boats, and when the cheese was lifted out of the boats, it was carried to the market by 
cheese sledges. 

At the market, the cheese was shown to the merchants. After being tested for their quality, the price was 
settled by haggling until there was agreement. After that, the cheese was brought to a warehouse, where it 
was kept until the quality was at its best. After 1922 Edam Cheese was made in factories, which caused the 
closing down of the markets. However, since 1989, the cheese market in Edam has been revived as a re¬ 
enactment for tourists. This occurs on every Wednesday in July and August.
